Defeated Dutch honoured at home 
with sea of orange 


I srael navy shadows 
Libyan aid ship 


AMSTERDAM, The Nether¬ 
lands - Thousands of fans 
turned the canals of Amster¬ 
dam into a sea of orange yes¬ 
terday, honking vuvuzelas and 
throwing confetti at the Dutch 
football team after its nailbit- 
ing World Cup defeat to Spain. 

The team, casual in shorts 
and T-shirts, floated along the 
seven-kilometer (over four- 
mile) route on a river boat de¬ 
corated with orange flowers, 
sipping beer and making toasts 


in the direction of the adoring 
crowds who waved flags, 
danced and chanted ’’Holland, 
Holland" to pumping music. 

Supporters, numbering 
more than 500,000 according 
to police, lined the city streets 
and canals vying to get a 
glimpse of their heroes, many 
jumping in the water despite 
having been warned of health 
hazards. 

Dozens of small vessels 
crowded that of the players on 


the first stretch of the parade 
on the Ij River, and had to be 
steered away by police in rub¬ 
ber boats. 

The Dutch team lost 0-1 to 
Spain in extra time in Johan¬ 
nesburg on Sunday, playing a 
style of football described by 
former Dutch superstar Johan 
Cruyff, a losing finalist at the 
1974 World Cup, as "ugly, vul¬ 
gar, hard. "But the fans were 
unconcerned about accusations 
of negative play. 


French lawmakers approve full veil ban 


PARIS, France (AFP) - French 
lawmakers voted overwhelm¬ 
ingly yesterday to ban the 
wearing of face-covering veils 
in public spaces, as Europe 
toughens its approach to inte¬ 
grating Muslim immigrant 
communities. 

On the eve of Bastille 
Day, when France celebrates 
the birth of what was to be¬ 
come a staunchly secular re¬ 
public, the 577-seat National 
Assembly lower house voted 
by 335 votes to one for a total 
ban. 

The bill will now go to the 
Senate in September, but oppo¬ 
nents of the total ban say if it 
was overturned by the judges 


of the Constitutional Council, 
France’s highest legal body, it 
would hand a victory to the 
fundamentalists. 

For while President Nicolas 
Sarkozy’s determination to ban 
the niqab and the burqa won 
enough political support to 
carry it, the critics argue that it 
breaches French and European 
human rights legislation. 

The bill defines public 
space very broadly, including 
not just government buildings 
and public transport, but all 
streets, markets and thorough¬ 
fares, private businesses and 
entertainment venues. 

Just ahead of the vote, So¬ 
cialist lawmaker Francois de 


Rugy warned that if judges 
overturned the law it would be 
a "priceless gift to the funda¬ 
mentalists we all oppose" and 
accused the right of electoral 
grandstanding. 

But Socialist and Commu¬ 
nist deputies did not vote 
against the bill, they simply 
abstained, and it sailed through 
without a hitch. 

Similar laws are pending in 
Belgium, Spain and some Ital¬ 
ian municipalities, but the ban 
is particularly sensitive in 
France, whose rundown city 
suburbs are home to Europe’s 
biggest Muslim minority. 


JERUSALEM, Israel (AFP) - 
Israeli warships warily sha¬ 
dowed a Libyan aid ship yes¬ 
terday even as it appeared the 
vessel might be diverting its 
course from Gaza and heading 
for a nearby Egyptian port, of¬ 
ficials said. 

After the Israeli navy estab¬ 
lished contact with the ship, 
which had been intent on 
breeching Israel's naval block¬ 
ade of Gaza, its Cuban captain 
announced he would sail to El- 
Arish, an Israeli official told 
AFP. 

Public radio broadcast snip¬ 
pets of radio conversation in 
Spanish, which it said was be¬ 
tween the captain and the navy 
on the new course he was 
charting. 

However, Israeli warships 
continued to closely monitor 
the ship, fearing the move was 
a ruse, the official said. 

It was not clear how many 
vessels were involved or how 
close they were. 

Egyptian officials in El- 
Arish said permission had 
been granted for the ship to 
dock in the port, but gave no 
details. 

But in Libya, an official of 


the charity that chartered the 
Amalthea, said the boat had 
not changed course. 

"The ship is heading for 
Gaza and will not change 
course," said Khadafi Founda¬ 
tion executive director Yussef 
Sawan, adding that communi¬ 
cations with the vessel were 
difficult. 

Earlier yesterday, a Libyan 
activist on board said they had 
been given an ultimatum to 
change course, but that was de¬ 
nied by Israel. 

"Israeli authorities have 
given us until midnight tonight 
to change course and head to 
the port of El-Arish," Mashal- 
lah Zwei told AFP by satellite 
phone. 

"Otherwise they are threa¬ 
tening to intercept the boat 
with their navy," said Zwei, a 
member of the Kadhafi Foun¬ 
dation charity which organised 
the shipment, adding that the 
crew had informed the navy it 
would study the request. 

A military spokesman de¬ 
nied an ultimatum had been 
given, but instead "a clarifica¬ 
tion about what they already 
knew, that they could not go to 
Gaza." 
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Time for US prosecutors to drop 
Polanski sex case 


LOS ANGELES, California 
(AFP) - The woman who as a 
13-year old was drugged and 
forced to have sex with 
Roman Polanski has renewed 
her call for US prosecutors to 
drop the decades-old under¬ 
age sex charges against the 
director, The Los Angeles 
Times reported yesterday. 

"Enough is enough. This 
matter should have been re¬ 
solved 33 years ago," Saman¬ 
tha Geimer said in an 
interview with The Times late 
Monday, after a Swiss court 
announced it would not ex¬ 
tradite the Oscar-winning di¬ 
rector to the United States. 

Geimer, who has in the 


past publicly forgiven Polan¬ 
ski, said that she does not feel 
the director poses a threat. 

"At 76 years old? I don't 
think so," she told The LA 
Times. 

US officials in Washing¬ 
ton said they were "disap¬ 
pointed" about the Swiss de¬ 
cision Monday, and vowed to 
keep seeking justice against 
the French-Polish director, 
who has been a fugitive since 
he fled before sentencing. 

Polanski pleaded guilty to 
having sex with the under¬ 
aged girl after plying her with 
drugs and champagne in 
1977. 

The Swiss government 


said it would not extradite 
him due to a "fault" in the US 
extradition request relating to 
whether Polanski had already 
served his sentence in the 
United States, and said the 
decision could not be ap¬ 
pealed. 

Polanski himself paid 
"massive thanks" to his sup¬ 
porters, in a statement re¬ 
leased to AFP by one of his 
lawyers, Herve Temime. 

"I simply want, from the 
bottom of my heart, to thank 
all those who supported me 
and tell them today of my 
great satisfaction. Massive 
thanks to everyone," Polanski 
said in the message

Venezuela slams "provocative" 
Dutch military flights 


CARACAS, Venezuela 
Venezuela protested yesterday 
at what it said were three ille¬ 
gal flights this month by a 
Dutch military plane in the 
Latin American nation's air¬ 
space. 

Venezuelan President Hugo 
Chavez accused the Nether¬ 
lands last year of planning "ag¬ 
gression" against Venezuela by 
letting U.S. forces be based on 
Dutch islands off its Caribbean 
coast. 


Chavez says the self-go¬ 
verning Dutch islands are in 
Venezuelan territorial waters 
and that the Netherlands had 
been complicit in allowing 
Washington to use bases on 
them for spy flights targeting 
his OPEC country. 

The Dutch government has 
said the presence of about 250 
U.S. personnel on Curacao and 
Aruba was for counter narcotics 
and surveillance operations over 
Caribbean smuggling routes.

Cuban dissidents arrive in Spain hailing 
'new stage'

MADRID, Spain (AFP) - 
Seven Cuban dissidents hailed 
their release as the start of a 
new era for the island nation 
after they arrived in Spain yes¬ 
terday, the first of 52 political 
prisoners that Havana has 
agreed to free. 

The men flashed victory 
signs after they arrived at 
Madrid airport on two sepa¬ 
rate commercial flights along 
with 33 family members as 
part of the biggest release of 
political prisoners by Cuba's 
communist government in a 
decade. 

"This signifies the start of a 
new stage for the future of 
Cuba and all Cubans," they 
said in a joint statement read 
out by one of the seven dissi¬ 
dents, 65-year-old journalist 
Julio Cesar Galvez. 

"We hope that those who 
remain in Cuba will enjoy the 
same freedom as we do." 


The seven dissidents, who 
are between the ages of 33 and 
65, were sentenced in 2003 to 
prison terms of between 15 
and 24 years. 

All of them have health 
problems and two ambulances 
were on standby at the airport 
in case they were needed. 

In a surprise deal with the 
Roman Catholic Church, Cuba 
agreed last Wednesday to gra¬ 
dually free 52 political prison¬ 
ers. The agreement came as 
dissident Guillermo Farinas 
came close to death on hunger 
strike. 

On learning of the surprise 
church-state deal, psychologist 
and online journalist Farinas - 
- one of the regime's fiercest 
critics — ended his hunger 
strike, which had lasted more 
than four months. 

Havana, which is seeking 
international ties to improve its 
grim economic situation, 


wants to avoid a repeat of the 
death in detention of dissident 
Orlando Zapata. 

He died on February 23 
died on the 85th day of a 
hunger strike. 

Spanish Foreign Minister 
Miguel Angel Moratinos said 
another four Cuban dissidents 
would arrive in Spain over the 
next two days along with their 
family members.

Scientists have no idea why 
some tropical storms become 
hurricanes and some do not. 
NASA is on a mission to get 
to the bottom of this problem. 

NASA scientists will fly 
three aircraft, including an 
unmanned drone, over tropi¬ 
cal cyclones in the Gulf of 
Mexico, Atlantic Ocean and 
Caribbean Sea during the 
agency's first major United 
States-based hurricane field 
campaign since 2001. 

One of the major chal¬ 
lenges in tropical cyclone 
forecasting is knowing when 
a tropical cyclone (the gen¬ 
eral term that encompasses 
hurricanes and tropical 
storms) is going to form. Re¬ 
searchers will try to unravel 
this mystery during the GRIP 
mission, which stands for 
Genesis and Rapid Intensifi¬ 
cation Processes. The mis¬ 
sion will study how tropical 
storms form and develop into 
major hurricanes, as well as 
how they strengthen, weaken 
and die. 

The mission will run from 
Aug. 15 to Sept. 30 and will 
feature for the first time in 
hurricane research an un¬ 
manned drone that can peer 
through cloud tops and meas¬ 
ure the internal structure of a 
storm. Previous hurricane re¬ 
search missions relied solely 
on piloted aircraft, which can 
observe a storm for between 
two to four hours - getting 
only a snapshot of a storm 


that can spin for days. 

"This is really going to be 
a game-changing hurricane 
experiment,” said GRIP team 
member Ramesh Kakar of 
NASA. "For the first time, 
scientists will be able to study 
these storms and the condi¬ 
tions that produce them for 
up to 20 hours straight. GRIP 
will provide a sustained, con¬ 
tinuous look at hurricane be¬ 
havior at critical times during 
their formation and evolu¬ 
tion.” 

Spinning storms 

From late spring to early 
fall, the west coast of Africa 
spits out what are called 
African easterly waves al¬ 
most like clockwork every 
few days. Some of these 
swirling systems become 
hurricanes. Most do not. 

"The genesis part of this 
campaign is really focused on 
under what conditions these 
waves become tropical 
storms and hurricanes, and 
why some fizzle out and be¬ 
come nothing,” Kakar said. 
"And when a tropical storm 
becomes a hurricane, we are 
trying to determine whether 
this will sputter or rapidly in¬ 
tensify.” 

Hurricane season in the 
Atlantic Ocean and Gulf of 
Mexico begins on June 1 and 
lasts until Nov. 30, with Au¬ 
gust and September typically 
being the most active months. 

While the 2009 hurricane 
season was much tamer than 


many in recent years, 
with only three hurri¬ 
canes developing in the 
Atlantic, the 2010 season 
could see more than three 
times as many, hurricane 
forecasters have pro¬ 
jected. One hurricane 
model predicts that there 
will be 17 named storms 
(or those that reach Trop¬ 
ical Storm status with 
winds of at least 39 mph 
(63 kph)) this season, 
with 10 of those develop¬ 
ing further into hurri¬ 
canes, which have winds of at 
least 74 mph (119 kph). 

An average hurricane sea¬ 
son, in comparison, has 11 
tropical storms with six of 
them becoming hurricanes. 

Eyes in sky 

Soaring above the storms 
will be the Global Hawk - the 
same drone model flown by 
the U.S. Air Force. This 
drone can fly up to 65,000 
feet (19,800 meters) for up to 
20 hours, which would be the 
longest continuous observa¬ 
tion of tropical cyclone de¬ 
velopment ever recorded by 
an aircraft. 

The aircraft aren't NASA's 
only eye in the sky for the 
mission. Three NASA satel¬ 
lites will also observe tropical 
cyclones and provide rainfall 
estimates and help pinpoint 
the locations of what are 
known as hot towers - power¬ 
house thunderstorms in trop¬ 
ical cyclones. Satellites will 
also provide infrared, visible 
and microwave data that re¬ 
veal such factors as tempera¬ 
ture, air pressure, 
precipitation, cloud ice con¬ 
tent, convection and sea sur¬ 
face temperatures. 

The NASA scientists can't 
wait to start playing with 
their toys. 

"Now that the start of the 
field experiment is almost 
here, we can hardly contain 
our excitement,” Kakar 
said.

Euro jumps against the dol¬ 
lar as risk appetite returns 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
The euro jumped higher 
against the dollar yesterday, 
with investors encouraged to 
venture into riskier assets in 
the face of rising stock prices 
and encouraging corporate re¬ 
sults. 

The single European cur¬ 
rency was trading at 1.2731 
dollars late in the day here 
against 1.2594 dollars on Mon¬ 
day in New York. The euro is 
seen as a riskier bet than the 
dollar and tends to strengthen 
as investors gain confidence in 
the health of the global econ¬ 
omy. 


The dollar was meanwhile 
trading at 88.26 yen, down 
from 88.62 on Monday. 

The euro drew strength 
from a sixth day of gains on 
European stock markets, 
where investors had high 
hopes for US corporate results 
after aluminum giant Alcoa re¬ 
ported better-than-expected net 
earnings in the second quarter. 

The dollar was under pres¬ 
sure on a report that the US 
trade deficit unexpectedly 
widened in May to the highest 
level in 18 months, sparking 
fears of slowing growth in the 
world’s largest economy. 


Budget approved by a majority 
Minister Michelle Hooyboer-Winklaar: 
Let’s work together to achieve our goals 



With a total of 13 in favor and 
4 against it, the Aruba Parlia¬ 
ment recently approved the 
budget of the Ministry of Eco¬ 
nomic Affairs, Social Affairs 
and Culture. This after the 
meeting was postponed twice 
in the last weeks. 

Minister of Economic Af¬ 
fairs, Social Affairs and Cul¬ 
ture Michelle Hooyboer- 
Winklaar managed to reduce 
the amount of the new budget 
with 2.14%, which means a 
total of Afls. 2 million per year. 
Alongside this the new gov¬ 
ernment increased the social 
assistance with 25% and intro¬ 
duced an Afls. 100 per month 
for every school assisting child 
assisting of parents getting 
government social assistance. 

The government, in order to 
receive more help from non 
government organizations, in¬ 
creased the financial assistance 
for various foundations, among 
others, ‘Fundacion Respetami’ 
- which plays an important role 
in the fight against child abuse, 
‘Famia Planea’- the foundation 
in charge with birth control, 
Tmelda Hof’ - home for chil¬ 
dren from troubled homes, 
‘Fundacion Muher den Dificul- 
tad, - foundation for women in 
difficulty, UNESCO and the 
Cultural Center. 

With these fund the organi¬ 
zations are able to give the 
community more ample infor¬ 
mation of their activities. 

Minister Michelle Hooy¬ 
boer-Winklaar explained that 
the reduction in the yearly 
budget was achieved thanks to 


a decrease in unnecessary ex¬ 
penses and a better coordina¬ 
tion of her departments. She 
gave credits to her dynamic 
team, coordinators, and depart¬ 
ment heads for this accom¬ 
plishment. “They worked very 
hard for us to realize big things 
in our social, economic and 
cultural management,” she 
stated. 

She also thanked the mem¬ 
bers of parliament for their 


support and cooperation anc 
stressed the need of their assis¬ 
tance to achieve her goals. “I 
couldn’t have done it without 
the support of the parliament, 
my department, employees and 
our non government organiza¬ 
tions. With their help now we 
are able to offer a better service 
to the community and solve 
any problem we are confronted 
with. Aruba comes in the first 
place,” she finished saying. 


US budget deficit shrinks 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
massive US budget deficit 
shrank by more than a quarter 
in June versus the same month 
last year, the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment said yesterday. 

Announcing the 21st con¬ 
secutive month the govern¬ 
ment has faced a budget 
shortfall, the Treasury said the 
deficit had topped one trillion 
dollars since October 1, when 
the 2010 fiscal year began. 

The Federal government 
ran a deficit of just over 68 bil¬ 
lion dollars in June, 27 percent 
less than in June 2009, but still 
high for a month which nor¬ 
mally sees high tax revenues. 

Earlier this month the Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund urged 
the United States to rein in its 
ballooning budget deficit. 

Amid jitters that high levels 
of unemployment may force a 
double-dip recession, the IMF 
warned debt problems loomed 


if action was not taken. 

’’The central challenge is to 
develop a credible fiscal stra¬ 
tegy to ensure that public debt 
is put — and is seen to be put - 
- on a sustainable path without 
putting the recovery in jeop¬ 
ardy," the IMF said in a report. 

President Barack Obama at¬ 
tempted to address those con¬ 
cerns earlier yesterday, when 
he announced the nomination 
Deputy Secretary of State 
Jacob Lew to the key cabinet 
post of budget director, signal¬ 
ing to voters he intends to 
tackle the gaping US deficit. 

"If there was a Hall of Fame 
for budget directors, then Jack 
Lew surely would have earned 
a place for his service in that 
role under President Clinton, 
when he helped balance the 
federal budget after years of 
deficits," Obama said. 

"When Jack left that post at 
the end of the Clinton admin¬ 


istration, he handed the next 
administration a record 236- 
billion-dollar budget surplus," 
Obama said. 

"The day I took office, eight 
years later, America faced a 
record 1.3-trillion-dollar 
deficit." 

The US budget deficit, 
which the White House 
warned earlier this year could 
reach 1.555 trillion dollars, has 
emerged as a huge political 
issue and threatens to crimp 
Obama’s ambitious reform 
plans. At a recent summit of 
the Group of 20 leading econo¬ 
mies in Toronto, Obama 
vowed to halve the deficit 
within three years. 

In June, the total US debt 
topped 13 trillion dollars for the 
first time in history - almost 90 
percent of gross domestic prod¬ 
uct — amid massive government 
spending to help the economy 
emerge from recession.

The Bubali Bird Ponds of 
Aruba have become home to 
more than 80 species of mi¬ 
gratory birds.

The menu sports a variety 
of steaks and tenderloin, fresh 
caught seafood, Caribbean lob¬ 
ster, and of course, one of our 
favorites, and what we con¬ 
sider a true test of local cui¬ 
sine, “Keshi Yena”- “Filled 
Cheese.”

PARIS, France (AFP) - Adi¬ 
das is world champion, but 
Nike scored the tournament's 
winning goal: for the World 
Cup's official suppliers and 
sponsors, the planet's most- 
watched sporting event is an 
unmitigated success. 

Adidas, which supplies 
the Spanish team's kit, con¬ 
gratulated itself on the 'rojas' 
1-0 victory against the 
Netherlands in Sunday's 
final, which saw its trade¬ 
mark three stripes march to 
the top of the podium. 

"Adidas is world cham¬ 
pion," a brand spokeswoman 
told AFP. "The outcome is 
absolutely positive." 

The German group, also 
official partner of world foot¬ 
ball governing body FIFA, is 
eyeing sales of 1.5 billion 
euros (1.9 billion dollars) this 
year, with the "Jubulani" 
competition football its 
hottest product, the spokes¬ 
woman said. 

The company has also 
sold 1.2 million Germany 
shirts, over a million Mexico, 
Argentina and South Africa 
shirts and around a million 
Spain shirts. 

Nike, which supplies the 
Dutch team, put the emphasis 
on the fact that "the winning 
goal was scored by a Nike 
boot" in the final's 116th 
minute by Andres Iniesta. 

"On the pitch, there were 
more Nike boots than of 
other brands," or 47 percent 
Nike and 32 percent Adidas, 
said Charles Brooks, 
spokesman for the US sports¬ 
wear giant. 

"The competition has been 
an immense success" for 
Nike, said Brooks, with a 39 
percent rise in football-re¬ 
lated sales in the first quarter 
of 2010 compared to the 
same period last year. 

German brand Puma, the 
World Cup's third-biggest 
supplier, also hailed its suc¬ 
cess. 

"We are very happy, the 
World Cup's outcome is very 
positive for us," saidUlf San- 
tjer, Puma's head of commu¬ 
nication. 


"We not only 
established but 
even strengthened 
our number three 
position" in the 
football market, he 
said. 

With seven na¬ 
tional teams con¬ 
tracted to Puma, 
including semi-fi¬ 
nalists Uruguay, 
the brand took part 
in 26 out of 64 
matches, spending 
around 39 hours in 
front of the cam¬ 
eras and hundreds 
of millions of 
viewers around 
the world. 

Puma is also 
the number one 
sponsor of African 
teams, and the 
success of quarter-finalists 
Ghana shows "that African 
football is now top level," 
said Santjer. 

Sponsorship success is not 
limited to shirts and boots, 
with Japanese electronics 
giant and FIFA official part¬ 
ner Sony hailing "a real suc¬ 
cess." 

"Not only because of the 
brand's presence as an official 
partner, but also because for 
the first time we could show 
3-D pictures" around the 
world, said a spokesman in 
Tokyo. 

"That has had a bigger 
than expected impact on sales 
of 3-D televisions," the un¬ 
named spokesman said, de¬ 
clining to provide a figure. 

"For Sony, such an event 
is also beneficial for our 
music and video game activ¬ 
ities." 


Little-known Chinese 
solar panel manufacturers 
Yingli Solar hailed the com¬ 
petition's ability to strengthen 
its brand. 

Jason Liu, vice-president 
in charge of marketing, said 
that "the impact has been 
very good... the reaction from 
our clients, people in the in¬ 
dustry, from the general pub¬ 
lic, has been very good." 

Other sponsors such as 
German car parts maker Con¬ 
tinental say it's too early to 
assess the impact of involve¬ 
ment with the competition, 
which can cost tens of mil¬ 
lions of euros. 

The World Cup is "a very 
interesting communication 
platform for us" said a Conti¬ 
nental spokesman, adding 
that "we'll also be on board 
for the next competition in 
Brazil." 
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Tiger makes putter switch for 
slower Open greens

ST. ANDREWS (AFP) - 
Tiger Woods is tossing aside 
something he has loved and 
trusted for years, his putter, 
for a newer model in hopes of 
winning the British Open on 
the challenging greens of St. 
Andrews. 

Woods, still seeking his 
first victory in the wake of a 
sex scandal that destroyed his 
iconic image and forced a 
five-month layoff from golf, 
revealed Tuesday he will 
make the switch to cope with 
slower greens at the Home of 
Golf. 

Tve always experimented 
with other putters throughout 
the years, but I ? ve never put 
one in play until now,” 
Woods said. 

f Tve always been tempted 
to change my putter on 
slower greens. I ? ve always 
struggled when greens are re¬ 
ally slow. I always feel more 
comfortable when the greens 
get quick.” 

Woods has made sensa¬ 
tional putts in addition to his 
trademark long tee shots to 
win by eight strokes at St. 
Andrews in 2000 and by five 
strokes in 2005, but this week 
felt he needs the Nike putter's 
advancements to have similar 
success. 

"This putter does come off 
faster,” Woods said. "It rolls 
the ball better and rolls it 
faster so I've had to make 
very little adjustment in how 


hard I'm hitting it compared 
to if I had my older putter.” 

The symbolism was great 
between Woods having ad¬ 
mitted cheating on his wife 
Elin, whom he never men¬ 
tioned, and dumping a putter 
he has used since 1999, one 
questioner noting, "It must be 
like kicking a member of the 
family out.” 

World number one Woods 
said he expects a warm re¬ 
ception from spectators at St. 
Andrews despite confessing 
to affairs with multiple mis¬ 
tresses and a reportedly im¬ 
pending divorce upon which 
he would not comment. 

"Scottish golf fans have 
always been fantastic. They 
have been great to me over 
the years,” Woods said. "I 
wouldn't see anything differ¬ 
ent than what they have been 
over the years.” 

About half of the 30 ques¬ 
tions Woods faced Tuesday 
regarded his personal life 
rather than the golf skills of 
the three-time British Open 
champion, whose 14 majors 
titles are four shy of the all- 
time record 18 won by Jack 
Nicklaus. 

"(The scandal) doesn't im¬ 
pact it at all. I'm here to play 
a championship,” Woods 
said. This is the Open Cham¬ 
pionship at St. Andrews. This 
is as good as it gets. It's the 
Home of Golf. I'm just like 
every other player in this 


field.” 

Woods played two days 
last week in Ireland, then 
went home to Florida to 
spend time with his daughter 
Sam, 3, and son Charlie, 1, 
whom he called "the most 
important things in my life.” 

"I went home and had a 
great time with my kids," 
Woods said. "That was an in¬ 
credible experience, to hang 
out with my kids. Normally I 
don’t come over, play two 
days and then go back home, 
but the reason why I did is 
obviously for my kids, and 
we had a great time.” 

A British newspaper re¬ 
port says the children will 
stay with Elin Woods as part 
of a 750 million-dollar di¬ 
vorce settlement. 

Woods said he has ful¬ 
filled the promise made on 
his return last April at the 
Masters to interact more with 
the public and respect golf 
more by cursing less, but said 
he did not know if he ever 
could fully rebuild his repu¬ 
tation. 

"I’m trying to become a 
better player and a better per¬ 
son,” Woods said. "That's all 
that really matters. I have two 
beautiful kids and I'm trying 
to be the best dad I can possi¬ 
bly be and that's the most im¬ 
portant thing of all.” 

Asked if a victory would 
open a road to redemption, 
Woods shurgged off the no¬ 
tion, saying, "I would like to 
win no matter what. It really 
would be nice.” 

Woods said he is not work¬ 
ing with a coach after having 
parted ways with Hank 
Haney in May but would not 
rule it out in the future. 

Magic ink 
Richardson 

ORLANDO — Quentin 
Richardson is staying in 
Florida but switching cities, 
going to Orlando from Miami. 

The Orlando Magic said 
Tuesday they have signed the 
30-year-old swingman. They 
didn't say how much they'll 
be paying him. 

Richardson averaged 8.9 
points and 4.9 rebounds in 76 
games last season for the 
Miami Heat. He shot 43 per¬ 
cent from the field and hit 
nearly 40 percent of his 3- 
point tries. 

"Quentin is a solid perime¬ 
ter defender and brings an el¬ 
ement of toughness,” said 
Magic General Manager Otis 
Smith. "At the same time, he 
also is a tremendous shooter 
from long range, which fits 
our style of play very well.”

Mickelson seeks Faldo 
magic in Open bid 



ST. ANDREWS (AFP) - Phil 
Mickelson has turned to 
three-times winner Nick 
Faldo in a bid to boost his 
chances of finally winning a 
British Open. 

The 40-year-old Ameri¬ 
can, who has won three Mas¬ 
ters and one USPGA title but 
failed to capture either the US 
Open or the British Open, is 
desparate to hold aloft the 
Auld Claret Jug on Sunday. 

And finding himself play¬ 
ing alongside the recently 
enobled Sir Nick in a practice 
round on Tuesday, Mickelson 
pounded the Englishman 
with questions. 

"I had a chance to play 
with Nick and I asked him a 
bunch of questions because 
he's got a lot of great thoughts 
on St. Andrews and avoiding 
bunkers and shots into the 
greens and what allowed him 
to win and be so dominant in 
1990. He played some of the 


best golf you've ever seen 
there," said Mickelson. 

Faldo won the second of 
his three Opens at St An¬ 
drews in 1990 and Mickel¬ 
son, whose best finish to 
date in 16 attempts was 
third at Royal Troon in 
2004, says he thinks the Old 
Course represents his best 
chance on the circuit of win¬ 
ning the championship. 

"There's no question this 
one best suits my game be¬ 
cause there's so much more 
room off the tee than other 
Open venues,” he said. 

"There's plenty of room 
out there. I don't feel re¬ 
strained on the tee at all. I 
feel like there's plenty of 
room to hit it, and it's more 
of a second shot golf course. 

"It also allows short 
game to be a factor. It wasn't 
until 2004 that I started to 
play the wind effectively. 

"Even when I would hit 
low shots, I would have way 
too much spin on it. It wasn't 
until 2004 that I had kind of 
an epiphany of how to do that 
by taking more club and 
swinging easier and so forth.” 

Mickelson, whose wife 
Amy has been battling 
against breast cancer for the 
last 18 months, has saved his 
best form so far this year for 
the majors. 

He won his third Masters 
title in April and followed 
that up with a fourth-place 
finish at the US Open at Peb¬ 
ble Beach in June. 

"It would be very special to 
win at St. Andrews. That to me 
is the biggest thing,” he said. 

”1 think that if it were up 
to me, I would play this 
championship here every 
year.

Stern calls James' NBA 
Decision "ill conceived" 


SAINT JEAN DE MAURI¬ 
ENNE (AFP) - Andy Schleck 
promised a duel of epic pro¬ 
portions with Alberto Conta¬ 
dor in the Pyreneean stages 
of this year's Tour de France 
after defiantly taking the race 
lead Tuesday. 

Schleck, a climbing spe¬ 
cialist who rides for Saxo 
Bank, started the day 20sec 
down on overnight leader 
Cadel Evans but finished the 
tough ninth stage with the 
yellow jersey on his back for 
the first time in his career. 

As Evans struggled to 
keep pace on the 25.5km 
climb over the legendary 
Madeleine riding with a frac¬ 
tured arm, Schleck spent the 
latter half of the ascension 
trying to shake Contador off 
his wheel. 

The Spaniard, a two-time 
winner who has also won the 
Tours of Italy and Spain, was 
not for shaking and eventu¬ 
ally the pair finished the race 
together to leave many of 
their rivals even further off 
the pace. 


Schleck now holds a 41 sec 
lead on Contador ahead of 
four days in the Pyrenees. 
When they are over, the 
penultimate stage time trial 
could still decide the race. 

Up until recently Contador 
has been considered unbeat¬ 
able on the Grand Tours, hav¬ 
ing won the last four in which 
he has competed. 

Schleck, however, is con¬ 
fident he can give the 
Spaniard something to chew 
on when the race heads back 
up to high altitude on Sunday. 

"It's possible that he might 
be stronger in the Pyrenees 
than here in the Alps, but so 
will I," said Schleck, whose 
brother Frank crashed out of 
the race on stage three. 

”1 still think the Pyrenees 
will decide the Tour, but it's 
easier for me now because I 
have only one rider to look 
after. I don't think other riders 
can come back into us.” 

After only two stages in 
the high mountains the 10- 
strong field that started the 
race with big ambitions now 


have to eat humble pie in 
what has quickly become a 
two-horse race. 

Euskaltel's Samuel 

Sanchez, the Olympic cham¬ 
pion, is a surprise third at 
2:45, Russia's Denis Men- 
chov is fourth at 2:58 and 
Belgian Jurgen Van den 
Broeck is fifth at 3:31. 

Other podium contenders 
include American Levi 
Leipheimer, sixth at 3:59, 
Dutchman Robert Gesink, 
seventh at 4:22, and Ivan 
Basso, 10th at 5:09. 

Carlos Sastre, the 2008 
champion, is 15th at 7:13, 
Britain's Bradley Wiggins 
14th at 7:18 and Evans 18th 
overall at 7:47. 

Schleck played catch-up 
to Contador for most of last 
year's race after the Spaniard 
struck early in the Alps to 
take time off his rivals. 

The Luxemburger added: 
"The difference from this 
year to last year was that I am 
ahead of him on GC (general 
classification), not the other 
way round," he added. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - De¬ 
spite calls from Dallas owner 
Mark Cuban to investigate 
how three high-profile free 
agents ended up on Miami, 
the NBA said Monday no for¬ 
mal complaints have been 
filed with the league. 

NBA commissioner David 
Stem said LeBron James' 
made for TV special, dubbed 
The Decision, was "ill con¬ 
ceived" but added he and 
Dwyane Wade and Chris Bosh 
all acted within their rights. 

"Our players, having ne¬ 
gotiated for the right to be 
free agents at some point in 
their career, are totally within 
their rights to seek employ¬ 
ment with any other team," 
Stem said. 

"That's something we 
agreed to. That's something we 
embrace. That's our system." 

Speaking from Las Vegas, 
where the league's owners 
met Monday, Stern said he 
wished James had notified 
the Cleveland Cavaliers ear¬ 
lier than he did about his de¬ 
cision to join Miami. 

James, Dwyane Wade and 
Chris Bosh all decided last 
week to play together in 
Miami, working out six-year 
deals after talking each other 


through the free agent 
process. 

James was condemned in 
his hometown of Cleveland 
following the decision and 
the Cavaliers owner Dan 
Gilbert delivered several 
sharp-tongued statements in 
which he called James a 
"coward" and accused him of 
quitting on his teammates in 
the "post-season". 

Stern also slapped Gilbert 
with a 1,000 dollar fine Mon¬ 
day for his comments. Stern 
said Gilbert's statements were 
"a little bit extreme." 

US civil rights leader 
Jesse Jackson also took a dim 
view of Gilbert's comm- 
ments. Jackson said Gilbert's 
comments show he sees 
James, an African-American, 
as a "runaway slave" and that 
Gilbert's comments put the 
player in danger. 

"He speaks as an owner of 
LeBron and not the owner of 
the Cleveland Cavaliers," 
Jackson said. "His feelings of 
betrayal personify a slave 
master mentality. He sees Le¬ 
Bron as a runaway slave. 
This is an owner employee 
relationship — between busi¬ 
ness partners — and LeBron 
honoured his contract."

Yankees owner George Steinbrenner dies 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Yan¬ 
kees owner George Stein¬ 
brenner, whose immense 
drive and deep pockets re¬ 
vived baseball's most storied 
team and built a sports em¬ 
pire, died yesterday, his fam¬ 
ily said. 

"It is with profound sad¬ 
ness that the family of George 
M. Steinbrenner III an¬ 
nounces his passing," the 
family said in a statement re¬ 


leased by the club. "He 
passed away this morning in 
Tampa, Florida, at age 80." 

Nicknamed "The Boss," 
Steinbrenner was one of the 
most powerful and wealthy 
figures in US sports. He had 
owned the famed New York 
team since 1973, enjoying 
seven World Series champi¬ 
onships, including last year. 

"He was a visionary and a 
giant in the world of sports. 


He took a great but struggling 
franchise and turned it into a 
champion again," Steinbren- 
ner's family said. 

While Steinbrenner be¬ 
came synonymous with the 
Yankees, he had other sports 
interests. A former gridiron 
coach, he served as a vice 
president of the US Olympic 
Committee from 1989-96 and 
entered six horses in the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby - none of them 
winners. 

A hands-on owner who 
was for years the face of the 
Yankees, he was famous for 
his outspoken style, free 
spending and a will that drove 
the team to become the best 
and richest in the world. 

Steinbrenner headed the 
group that bought the team on 
January 3, 1973 for some 10 
million dollars. 

He reshaped the club fi¬ 
nancially, eventually starting 
his own television network 
and ballpark food company. 

Forbes now values the 
Yankees at 1.6 billion dollars, 


trailing only English Premier¬ 
ship club Manchester United 
(1.8 billion dollars) and the 
NFF's Dallas Cowboys (1.65 
billion dollars) in value for a 
sports franchise. 

Fast year the Yankees 
moved from their historic sta¬ 
dium in the Bronx to a new 
facility a short distance away 
that quickly was dubbed "the 
House that George Built." 

Steinbrenner appeared at 
only four games at the new 
stadium - the opening game 
there in April of 2009, the 
first two games of last sea¬ 
son's World Series and at this 
season's home opener. 

Steinbrenner, who cele¬ 
brated his birthday on July 4, 
had been in poor health for 
several years and had passed 
day-to-day control of the 
team to his sons Hal and 
Hank in 2007. 

Although he appeared in¬ 
creasingly fragile in his public 
appearances, Steinbrenner 
bristled at questions about his 
health in recent years. 


His death was another 
blow for the club after Bob 
Sheppard, the "Voice of the 
Yankees" in 50-plus years as 
the public address announcer 
at Yankee Stadium, died on 
Sunday at the age of 99. 

Steinbrenner's family said 
there would be a private fu¬ 
neral, with an additional pub¬ 
lic service "with details to be 
announced at a later date." 

Steinbrenner famously 
feuded with Yankees legend 
Yogi Berra and had a roller¬ 
coaster relationship with 
manager Billy Martin - who 
Steinbrenner hired five times. 

"George was 'The Boss,' 
make no mistake," Hall of 
Famer Berra said. "He built 
the Yankees into champions, 
and that's something nobody 
can ever deny. He was a very 
generous, caring, passionate 
man. 

"George and I had our dif¬ 
ferences, but who didn't? We 
became great friends over the 
last decade and I will miss 
him very much."
